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Perilous Times

Text, “This know also, that in the last 
days perilous times shall come,” 2 Tim. 
a24, 

The apostle Paul looked down through 
the scope of time and saw the day in 
which we are living, and he describes it 
as a time that is DANGEROUS. The 
word “perilous” in the text means “dan- 
gerous,” and, according to the text, in 
the last days there are to be DANGER- 
OUS TIMES. 

I am sure that all sane people can see 
that we are now living in the last days. 
Yes, many things today are pointing to 
the SOON COMING OF CHRIST. The 
message from the pulpit has been ringing 
out from time to time that Jesus is soon 
coming. More or less, people have turned 
the message away. With all the religious 
training we have today, which is the most 
that the world ever had, still the world 
is on the downward road at a fast speed. 
Yes, the apostle Paul said that wicked 
men SHALL wax worse and worse, de- 
ceiving and being deceived. Of a truth 
this is plain to us in these days in which 
we live. In these last days of PERILOUS 
times the devil IS now working with all 
his wiles to overthrow every Christian. 
He has always been on the job but in 
these last days he is dropping his modern 
bombs. 

By the modern bombs of the devil we 
mean that the devil has his ministers out 
today in a high-powered way, being 
worldly-wise, shrewd, experienced philo- 
sophers, or as the apostle Paul said, “Ever 
learning and never able to come to the 
knowledge of the truth,” 2 Tim. 3:7. 

Paul said again, to the Romans, ““Now 
I beseech you, brethren, mark them which 
cause divisions and offences contrary to 
the doctrine which ye have learned; and 
avoid them. For they that are such serve 
not our Lord Jesus Christ, but their own 
belly; and by good words and fair speech- 
es deceive the hearts of the simple,” Rom. 
16:17, 18. Notice. GOOD WORDS and 
FAIR SPEECHES. Yes, a high-powered, 
WORLDLY KNOWLEDGE! They can- 
not speak the truth of God for they know 
not God, BECAUSE THE CARNAL 
MIND IS ENMITY AGAINST GOD: 
FOR IT IS NOT SUBJECT TO THE 
LAW OF GOD, NEITHER INDEED 
CAN BE. Rom. 8:7. Now we see from 
this that those educated, worldly-wise, 
sophisticated ministers and their members 
are not safe to follow. 

One great religious leader said a few 
days ago, that he had rather have a man 
in the pulpit with a good education and 
not the Spirit of God than to have a man 
in the pulpit with the Spirit and no edu- 
cation. We find Jesus quite different 
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from this great religious leader. Jesus 
said, ““The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 
because he hath anointed me to preach 
the gospel,” etc. Luke 4:18. Notice, THE 
SPIRIT OF THE LORD IS UPON ME 
... HE HATH ANOINTED ME. 

The bombs that fall from the mouth 
of those godless, high-minded _ philos- 
ophers are DANGEROUS. They will 
cause some to swerve from the truth, and 
overthrow the faith of some. Of this Paul 
warns the true followers of Christ. “Be- 
ware lest any man spoil you through 
PHILOSOPHY and VAIN DECEIT, af- 
ter the TRADITION OF MEN, after 
the RUDIMENTS OF THE WORLD, 
and NOT AFTER CHRIST,” Col. 2:8. 
“Let no man BEGUILE you of your re- 
ward in a voluntary humility and wor- 
shipping of angels, intruding into those 
things which he hath not seen, VAINLY 
PUFFED UP BY HIS FLESHLY MIND, 
and not holding the Head, from which 
all the body by joints and bands having 
nourishment ministered, and knit togeth- 
er, increaseth with the increase of God,” 
vs. 18, 19. 

Jesus said THEY would compass both 
land and sea to make one proselyte. It is 
not Christlike followers or Christians that 
they are trying to make for they know 
not God themselves. They are minus the 
Spirit and think that those who have the 
Spirit are crazy. The devil is a sly old 
serpent. He would have you believe that 
the Bible said for us to go and hear all 
and take that which is good, but the 
Bible doesn’t say that. It says, PROVE 
ALL THINGS, HOLD FAST THAT 
WHICH IS GOOD. To prove all things 
would mean to weigh them in the light of 
God’s Word. These skilful philosophers 
often try to explain the Bible away. This 
brings us to the scripture in 1 Cor, 2:4, 
5, “And my speech and my preaching 
was not with enticing words of man’s 
wisdom, but in demonstration of the Spir- 
it and of power: that your faith should 
not stand in the wisdom of men, but in 
the power of God.” Paul told the people 
at Corinth that he came not to demon- 
strate his education with enticing words 
of men’s wisdom but in DEMONSTRA- 
TION OF THE SPIRIT, AND OF 
POWER. Why? That your faith should 
not stand in the WISDOM OF MEN, 
but in the POWER OF GOD. 


These days are dangerous times, yes, 
perilous times. I have an article written 
by a great religious leader. He was turn- 
ing out some young men to preach and 
he was instructing them. “I presume that 
you boys are going out to preach and I 
don’t want to hear of your saying any- 
thing about the blood of Jesus. My father 


was a butcher and I saw all the blood I 
wanted to see when I was a boy.” It is 
sad but true that our world today has 
plenty of religious leaders of this type. 
Peter said they would deny the Lord 
that bought them. Many are turning 
to their pernicious ways BECAUSE THE 
WAY OF TRUTH IS EVIL SPOKEN 
OF. One may be a great orator and yet 
not be called and anointed of the Lord. 
What made Jesus great was the anointing. 
He said, “The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
me, because he hath ANOINTED ME 
to PREACH THE GOSPEL.” Luke 4:18. 
Jesus said again in John 17:18, “As thou 
hast sent me into the world, even so have 
I also sent them into the world.” Notice 
that as He was sent into the world so He 
sent them into the world, and He had 
the ANOINTING OF THE SPIRIT. It 
is not enough just to be an orator, but 
to have success and win for God one must 
have the anointing of the Holy Ghost. 
That’s why we are in such dangerous 
times, our land and country is filled with 
great orators, filled with worldly wisdom, 
who know nothing about God, men who 
trust only in their own wisdom. “He that 
trusteth in his own heart is a FOOL,” 
Prov. 28:26. This is none other than the 
spirit of the antichrist, leading people to 
deny the blood of Jesus and the old time 
way of salvation. They have torn down 
the altars and turned God out of their 
churches and will at last join hand in 
hand with the antichrist and say, “Who 
is like unto the beast (antichrist)? who 
is able to make war with him?” Rev. 
13:4. 


I know that as we look at the term 
“perilous times,” we think of the wars 
and fighting and the undermining works 
of the devil to slay and murder the hu- 
man family, and it can be used from that 
point of view, but I am using this sub- 
ject in the opposite. I think of the SPIR- 
ITUAL DANGERS in the world that 
derail the Christians and use their power 
in making the sinner blinded and driving 
him farther from God. Thus John said, 
“Beloved, believe not every spirit, but 
try the spirits whether they are of God: 
because many false prophets are gone out 
into the world,” 1 John 4:1. 

We know that Hitler and his coworkers 
with their millions of forces are giving 
the whole world a shake, but with all 
the wars that may exist they are only the 
murderers of the body. We will agree that 
this is bad indeed but the damning of a 
soul, that part that will live for ever and 
ever, is worse. Note, “Many FALSE 
PROPHETS ARE GONE OUT INTO 
THE WORLD.” Thus Buddhism with 
its 150,180,000 members denies the exist- 
ence of God or the immortality of the 
soul. Hinduism with its 230,150,000 
members teaches that one may live 100 
times.

IT has been said that there is great danger in 
familiarity and somehow this seems to be true, 
both in our everyday natural life and many 
times in those things that pertain to our spirituality. People 
who were born and reared in the mountains fail to recognize 
and appreciate the beauty of moun- 
tain scenery. It is those who live afar 
off on the plains that take tourist 
trips to view the grandeur and en- 
joy the majestic imposition of the 
great mountain peaks. Those who 
were born and reared amid the an- 
cient works of art and architecture 
fail to see anything of special interest 
in them. Seeing them day by day they 
are just some of those things with 
which they are surrounded and make 
no particular impression upon their 
minds. I was born in the State of 
Florida and many times passed by 
that historic old city of St. Augustine 
but because of its close proximity to 
where I lived I never took its historic 
greatness as anything of interest. I 
lived in sixty miles of Mesa Verde 
Park and never realized the value of a 
visit to the old Aztec ruins until- 
after I had moved more than 2,000 
miles away. But after having over- 
looked all of those things which make 
up the earlier history of our coun- 
try, I took a trip to Italy, Greece, 
Palestine, and Egypt to view the ruins of bygone civilization. 
I wonder if today there are many people who have right be- 
fore their eyes those beautiful things which are awe-inspiring, 
of deep significance, of intellectual and spiritual interest, should 
we open our eyes to perceive them instead of through the fa- 
miliarity of their losing the great blessing which might flow 
from them and the inspiration which might come from making 
close observations. We are told of an artist who desired to 
paint a picture to be called ““The Sea Urchin.” “I made many 
studies of the sea for that picture,” the artist said. “I had indi- 
cated the wind by the shapes of the flying foam. Now I wanted 
my figure but I could not find him, yet I was in a sea village 
among sea folks.” “The children,” he went on to say, “were 
browned by the sea but they were unimaginative; as a matter 
of fact they knew the sea too well.” They were so familiar with

it that the wonder and grandeur of it never moved them, so he 
went to London. In the slums he found a child who had never 
seen the sea. He took the child home, pictured the sea to him, 
told him of the strange voices that cry in the storm, of the 
croon of its lullaby as it rocks itself to sleep. At last he was 
rewarded by seeing the wonder and the mystery of the sea 
awakened in the child’s eyes. We therefore conclude that fa- 
miliarity is itself a danger. 


The people of Nazareth who saw the daily walk of Jesus as 
He was in and out of the carpenter shop were the first to re- 
ject Him as Christ. The gospel story has had its most glorious 
triumphs in lands far distant from the land that gave it its 
birth and has glowed in the eyes which have never rested upon 
Galilee. The most glowing testimonies that come to us are from 
those who do not have the privilege of attending every Sunday 
service, who when they do have an opportunity, walk for 
miles to hear a gospel sermon. Yes, sometimes familiarity is a 
danger. Those who have the great privileges that we here enjoy 
should be receptive, observant, and aspirant to the great things 
and greater things which are offered constantly in our own 


sphere of life. 


THERE are certain times when songs and 
other compositions are met by the fact 
that they are for a religious or patriotic 
purpose. Our copyright and patent laws have been made to 
protect those who were indulging in commercial activities and 
industrial enterprises, against compe- 
tition in those things which are thus 
used. It has been thought by some 
that anything which would be a 
moral or religious uplift to the coun- 
try should not be copyrighted. How- 
ever, even though they are copy- 
righted, they may prove a blessing 
when such a protection has been used 
to the honor and glory of God. 

In the recent fight between the 
ASCAP and BMI over the case of cer- 
tain copyrights, songs and pieces of 
music, it is very unfortunate that 
old, sacred, inspirational and devo- 
tional hymns should be involved. It 
is also unfortunate that patriotic 
songs, especially those that awaken 
a sense of the religious tolerance of 
our nation, should be banned from 
the air or the printed page where it 
might especially stimulate Christiani- 
ty and Christian patriotism. 

A recent telegram to ASCAP, 
asking for permission to print the 
words of the, chorus of “God Bless 
:, America” on the front page of the 
Lighted Pathway brought this response: “Regret we cannot 
permit you to reprint any part of our copyright property en- 
titled God Bless America, whether the words or the music.” 

An application for permission in a religious magazine makes 
no difference. Christianity is treated as non-Christianity and 
all must be fed from the same spoon,—patriots and non-pa- 
triots, American and communist alike. But the words ‘God 
Bless America” cannot be copyrighted and any child of God 
may breathe that prayer and ask that God’s blessings be upon 
this our land which gives us religious liberty and freedom. 
Yea, and may we all say it and mean it from the depths of our 
hearts, ‘““God bless America.”

I feel deeply impressed to write how 
God delivered me out of a very deep well 
which is said to be seventy feet deep. I 
stepped up to the well and the ceils un- 
derneath gave way and there I went like 
a ball into that deep well. No one knew 
I was in there. It had a good curb and 
lid which was closed. I began to call on 
God and cry for help. Of course, I knew 
how to swim but could do nothing but 
tread water in that narrow well, and oh, 
how hard to swim and cry for help too. 
Finally my daughter heard a funny noise 
and went to see about me. She and my 
mother began to cry for help. My husband 
was on his way to work, but we live near 
high school and they soon got several of 
the teachers and students and they began 
to plan how to get me out. Now by this 
time I had found a little something to 
cling to, just enough to lift me partly 
out of the water. The water must have 
been thirty feet deep, but when I called 
on God He was near me. I asked Him to 
help and deliver me and, of course, hus- 
band and mother both were Church of 
God people and were praying. When they 
would cry I would tell them just to pray. 
Some said it must have been thirty or for- 
ty minutes before they got me out. They 
got some ropes and looped them and let 
them to me. They got some large flash 
lights and looked down at me. One of the 
teachers who was looking with a light 
said, “I can’t see her any place.” I said, “I 
am still here.” I would feel my strength 
almost gone and then God would lift me 
up again. I put those ropes around me and 
they pulled me up those old caved rock 
walls, but that didn’t hurt me one bit. Of 
course, I was skinned and bruised, finger- 
nails torn off, fractured shoulder and a 
stretched nerve in my arm. 

The first thing when I got out the peo- 
ple wanted to rush me to a hospital or 
call a doctor. I said, ‘“‘No, God has 
brought me out of that well and I am go- 
ing to trust Him, if I have to be an inva- 
lid,” and thank God, I did trust Him, al- 
though for six weeks I suffered, couldn’t 
use my arm, couldn’t raise it up. One 
night all were in bed but me. I was sit- 
ting on the bed, couldn’t sleep, and some- 
one drove up to the door and called me. 
It was my nephew who said, “My wife 
is under conviction and wants you and 
Perry to pray for her.” The Lord spoke 
and said, “I will heal you too.” Thank 
God, He did and saved, sanctified and 
filled my nephew’s wife with the Holy 
Ghost. I have been using my arm ever 
since. 

I just couldn’t understand why this 
happened. I began to ask God why and 
He said, “You are my witness; I want 
you to be a bolder witness.””

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too quiet. Most all my neighbors are un- 
believers of holiness, but I had about for- 
ty-two different women to visit me and 
wanted to hear me tell about it.

Mankind can make laws and demand 
righteous living, which fail very, very 
often, but grace gives righteousness to 
man.

It’s 
manifold. 1 Peter 4:10. The manifold to 
a motor has an opening to every cylinder.

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Question: Will you please explain 1 
Peter 4:1, “For he that hath suffered in 
the flesh ceased from sin”?—L. N. P. 

Answer: Nothing could be understood 
by taking this clause alone for it is neces- 
sary that we have the entire verse and 
the verses succeeding it to give us a thor- 
ough understanding. Let us_ read the 
entire setting, 1 Peter 4:1-4, ‘““Forasmuch 
then as Christ hath suffered for us in the 
flesh, arm yourselves likewise with the 
same mind, for he that hath suffered in 
the flesh hath ceased from sin; that he 
no longer should live the rest of his time 
in the flesh to the lusts of men, but to 
the will of God. For the time past of our 
life may suffice us to have wrought the 
will of the Gentiles, when we walked in 
lasciviousness, lusts, excess of wine, rev- 
elings, banquetings, and abominable idola- 
tries: wherein they think it strange that 
ye run not with them to the same excess 
of riot, speaking evil of you.” The teach- 
ing in these four verses is very plain, that 
since Christ has suffered for us and has 
paid the penalty for sins, then each of 
us who have put on Christ or have armed 
ourselves with a like mind, should live no 
longer after the will of the flesh. Paul-in 
his letter to the Galatians (5:24) gives a 
very close parallel to this scripture, “And 
they that are Christ’s have crucified the 
flesh with the affections and lusts.” Since 
Christ was crucified for us, we may there- 
fore be crucified with Him, and in such 
a transaction the flesh is therefore cruci- 
fied; that is, the fleshly desires and carnal 
appetites are to be subdued through the 
cross of Christ. Paul also tells us in Rom. 
6:4, “Therefore we are buried with him 
by baptism into death: that like as Christ 
was raised up from the dead by the glory 
of the Father, even so we also should walk 
in newness of life,” showing that there 
is to be a ceasing from the old life, for 
those who have accepted Christ are new 
creatures. Another parallel is the teaching 
of John in 1 John 3:9, “Whosoever is 
born of God doth not commit sin; for his 
seed remaineth in him: and he cannot sin, 
because he is born of God.” The death of 
Christ, the supreme sacrifice given on the 
cross, provides a full and complete cure 
for the sinsick soul, not only curing his 
ills but providing new life in Christ. 

Question: Will you please explain Rev. 
14:19, 20, “And the angel thrust in his 
sickle into the earth, and gathered the 
vine of the earth, and cast it into the 
great winepress of the wrath of God. 
And the winepress was trodden without 
the city, and blood came out of the wine- 
press, even unto the horse bridles, by the

The Overspreading of the Pente- 
costal Doctrine in Mexico 


By J. H. Ingram 


It is quite a long story, but in order 
not to take up too much space may it 
suffice to say, the Pentecostal doctrine 
was first introduced in Mexico about 
twenty-two years ago, starting in Mexico 
City, if I understand it right, and since 
that time work has been established in 
most of the twenty-eight states and here 
are many thousands of followers. Being 
represented by different movements, some 
of them independent groups, there are 
five large centers now in the latter named 
city, the capital of the Republic. 


The Church of God was the last of 
six great movements to set up its banners 
in that country and is already a leader in 
missions and threatens to occupy a place 
second to none within a few years, if the 
Lord tarries, and I believe we have suf- 
fered as many setbacks as any other group. 
The fact is, we are meeting with some 
difficulty right now on account of dif- 
ferences in church polity, etc., but have 
all confidence that God will iron things 
out for us. Most of these other groups 
have Bible schools going and the accom- 
panying picture shows the headquarters 
of “The Interdenominational Christian 
Church” in Mexico City, that has been 
loaned to us for services in that section 
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of the city. According to Brother Arch- 
er’s last letter, their Bible school facilities 
have been let to us and our school was 
to move into these larger and better quar- 
ters on May 12. 


Our General Overseer and Foreign 
Mission Board visited this church during 
their last visit to Mexico, and I was there 
at service on Sunday night in company 
with Brother and Sister Archer. I noticed 
that on that date there were more than a 
thousand in Sunday school. They usually 
have from eight to eleven hundred in at- 
tendance. Brother Josue Mejia, the pastor 
and founder, started with around six or 
seven people, it is said, about as many 
years ago, and now he claims to have 
about eighteen thousand followers, there 
being about forty organized churches 
among them. They seem to be a clean 
people, spiritually, and to have the bless- 
ings of God upon them in a special way. 
Lately sixty were baptized in water and 
forty of them received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost while in the water, ac- 
companied by the initial evidence of 
speaking in other tongues as the Spirit 
gave the utterance, according to Acts 
2:4. 

There is a possibility that these people 
will line up with the Church of God. 
Please pray for us, every one that reads 
this, and especially your writer who is 
appealing directly to the president of the 


Republic in behalf of our work. We 

should be humble enough not to get 

puffed up, however great the victory may 

be, and at the same time be strong enough 

not to faint and give up though for a 

time apparently defeated. 

Dedication of New Church at 

Fore Hill 


Sunday, 13th of April, will live long 
in the memories of the people at Fore 
Hill, St. Peters, when the nice new church 
which Evangelist Tharpe and her people 
erected, was dedicated to the glory of 
God and the salvation of souls.

space of a thousand and six hundred fur- 
longs?” —C. H. 

Answer: To get a clearer understand- 
ing of these two verses, it might be well 
for the reader to go back to the 14th 
verse. This is a vision of the battle of 
Armageddon. It might be noted that in 
the 15th verse the angel cried, “For the 
harvest of the earth is ripe.” Again, in 
the 18th verse, ‘““The clusters of the vine 
of the earth; for her grapes are fully 
ripe,” thus signifying that the time of 
reaping had come. When a harvest is ripe 
it must be reaped else it will be ruined. In 
other words, it has gone the limit in ma- 
turity. So the great tribulation which 
has broken down upon the earth, has gone 
the limit and the time has come for God’s 
wrath against the antichrist and his fol- 
lowers to put an end to the great ca- 
lamity which has befallen men, thus the 
termination, the battle of Armageddon, is 
called the winepress of the wrath of God. 
For a picture of this terrible calamity 
read Rev. 19:17-21; Ezek. 38:21-23. 


Question: Please explain Matt. 24:29- 
31.—W. H.C. 

Answer: The words “immediately after 
the tribulation of those days” show that 
the event described is after the great 
tribulation which is to be upon the earth 
during the last three and one-half years 
of the antichrist reign. This terrible trib- 
ulation terminates with the sun _ being 
darkened, the moon not giving her light, 
the stars falling, etc. This evidently takes 
place during the visitation of God’s 
wrath. The appearance of the Son of man 
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in heaven is His coming to His kingdom 
in the clouds of glory, and the elect of 
earth are those who have stood true dur- 
ing the tribulation and accepted Christ as 
the Messiah and are ready to go out with 
Him into the millennuim in His literal 
kingdom upon the earth. 


Question: Please explain St. John 4:14 
and 6:35. If these scriptures are true, how 
is it that people can backslide?—L. H. 

Answer: Let us read the scriptures 
cited. John 4:41, “But whosoever drink- 
eth of the water that I shall give him shall 
never thirst: but the water that I shall 
give him shall be in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting life.” John 
6:35, “And Jesus said unto them, I am 
the bread of life: he that cometh to me 
shall never hunger; and he that believeth 
on me shall never thirst.” In both of 
these passages the element of salvation is 
described, in the first as water and in the 
second as water and bread. In Matt. 4:4 
Jesus said, “Man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that proceedeth 
out of the mouth of God.” Thus the 
spiritual bread, by which man lives, is 
the Word of God. In John 6:51 Jesus 
said, “I am the living bread which came 
down from heaven: if any man eat of 
this bread, he shall live for ever: and the 
bread that I will give is my flesh, which 
I will give for the life of the world.” It 
was this transaction that provided the 
plan of salvation and that plan we know 
as God’s Word, and Jesus said, ‘““Now 
ye know these things; happy are ye if 
ye do them.” This applies to all of God’s 
Word and it is only in obeying His Word 
that we have salvation.
